San Francisco. Cal.. Dcivuilicr 2. — U. L. Thomas, 
accompanied by jockey Shilling, made a Hying trip 
to Oakland today, arrived from l.os Angeles this 
morning and returned sadder, hut wiser this evening. 
His mission involved starting and hacking his stable 
entries, Chipmunk and Billy Bowlegs, with Shil- 
ling up. The projected coups failed, neither of the 
horses winning. Chipmunk was a receding first 
choice and Billy Bowlegs second choice. _ Their 
owner expected rain and mud and the pair were 
marked for certain defeat on the comparatively fast 
going. 

Rosaiuo and Haalet. two heavily hacked second 
choices, scored right off the reel. Then followed a 
complete sentience of hot favorites in Kokomo. Belle 
Kinney. Wap and Collector Jessup, a wonderful rec- 
ord under tin* existing deceptive track conditions. 
Bet tig was the lest jockey of the day and covered 
himself with glory, his ride on the filial winner be- 
ing acclaimed a masterly effort. This was the prin- 
cipal f culture carded . Nine started and developed a 
«?l tee taeniae and exciting struggle throughout. The 
proverbial blanket would have covered the four 
leaders at the end. 

Barney Sehreiber's lightweight jockey, lleverieli. 
rode a sensational finish on Warden, he going two 
feet to the others' one. Schleswig retired precipi- 
tately on the far turn and it is common Itclief that 
Hildreth's colt is overrated. 

F. D. Weir continues to hid up the winners of 
selling races regardless of the owners. He raised 
Rosa mo in the opener from $5<>o to $800. The public 
marveled at the miraculous recovery of Captain Ken- 
nedy. which finished a rushing second’ behind Wap. 
showing fast recovery from injuries sustained re- 
cently in a fall in a race.

Three of 
these already named are I x >11 ie Higgins, brown 
filly by Migraine — Frances McClelland: IMileu. named 
for General Nelson A. Miles, brown colt by Migraine 
— Countess Wanda, and 1/evengstou, hay or brown 
(oil by Migraine — -('lasher. Miles is a tine-looking 
colt and has displayed considerable speed in bis 
trials. The sire of those youngsters was not much 
of it success under colors, but as lie is a horse of 
goodly size and conformation was afforded excellent 
opportunity at Hamburg Place, and the performances 
of his progeny next year will lie watched with in- 
terest. 

Jerome Welsh, who was assistant starter to Mars 
Cassidy on the New York tracks, nailed on the 
Campania yesterday for Ireland. Mr. Welsh is a 
brother of Thomas Welsh, trainer of the Newcastle 
Stable, and is a horseman of wick' experience, having 
ridden and trained steeplechase horses both in this 
country and abroad.

Los Angeles. Cal.. December 2. — Rain during the 
early morning l ours rendered the track sloppy today, 
giving the mud larks a chance to show their mettle. 
As is usual on days of this kind much scratching 
was indulged in. most of the fields lieing small. Did 
Pn>|ier ledoenied himself today for his poor showing 
of last Friday. The going was made to order for him 
and lie was at all times held an odds-on favorite. 
His crazy antics at the post caused anxiety among 
his hackers for a few minutes, but. getting off for- 
wardly when Itihe barrier went up. lie piloted the 
others all the way. winning in a canter. 

Henry McDaniel put his regular daily over when 
Light Wool, held at second rloiiv in the lietting. 
proved an easy victor in the fourth race. He had 
little ilittieully in disposing of Mark Antony II.. the 
favorite, holding him safe all the way. Judge Ham- 
ilton did not like the complexion of the betting in 
this race on Stanley Fay ami cautioned jockey Har- 
ris to make every effort to win. hut the Walker 
crack took unkindly to the going and never threat- 
en! -d.

SOLITAIRE II. A PROMISING SIRE. 

Solitaire II.. the stallion that A. B. Spreckels 
inqiorteil to California from England several years 
ago. has sired eleven winning two-year-olds of 
l'.Mrs. This showing is considered remarkable for the 
reason that his opiwirtunities have been limited. In 
never having been bred to an outside mare. 

Solitaire II. is a grandly -bred horse, being by Ayr 
shire, winner of the Epsom Derby and Two Thousand 
Guineas, and sire of Airs and Graces, winner of the 
English Oaks. On his sire’s side he is of close kit 
to Merry Hampton, winner of the Derby and in- 
numerable stakes on the British turf. Solitaire 
II. 's dam was Salisky. by Thunder, out of Utopia 
by Rataplan, brother of Stoekwell anil sire of the 
Epsom Derby winner. Kettledrum. Ridden by Lest 
Reiff. Solitaire II. himself won the Champion Stak 
at Newmarket, one and three-quarter miles, and tin 
Gold Vase at Ascot. During his racing career he 
competed successfully with all of the best English 
horses of his day. including Dieudonnc, Captain 
Martin. Sweet Marjory. Goblet. Revoke. Torbalton 
Labrador. Champ de Mars and others whose achieve 
incuts entitled them to consideration as high-clast 
horses. 

Cotytto, the filly that has been running so brilli 
antlv at Oakland since the opening of the season 
there, is the star of the Solitaire II. two-year-old 
get. although Torhellino. a stake winner, and Car 
inisa are fast youngsters. The latter holds the 
American record. 40 it. for three and a half furlongs, 
The following table shows the winning two-year-old 
sons and daughters of Solitaire II., their perform 
auees and money won: 



V. Powers scored the honors last week, riding 
seven winners, making a total of twenty-two win- 
ners ridden by him since his arrival on the coast. 
November 9. W. Miller and A. Walsh rode five 
each, the former displacing E. Dugan for fourth 
position in the ranks of the thirty leaders. C. II. 
Shilling piloted four during the six days of racing. 
The standing of the thirty leading jockeys from 
January 1. to and including the racing of November 
28. their tiereeatages and races won the past week 
are as follows: 
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Trodiai and Dcilla, Ixitli bv Solitaire II.. were also 
winners, but their racing was mostly confined to 
the minor meetings throughout the west, where the 
former won four races anil the latter one. 

HANDSPRING COMMENDED TO ENGLAND. 

The annual December sale of thoroughbreds begin 
at Newmarket. England, next Monday and continue 
Pi and including Friday. Many horses change own 
e rat»ip every year at. the Deeeinbef sale ami trails 
actions of prime importance not infrequently are 
brought off. Of one feature for the forthcoming sale 
of this year Sporting Life’s commissioner says: 

‘•Tlic Friday's catalogue is one <if considerably 
more consequence than usual, and in view of the 
many important lots which it embraces, we are not 
likely to see so many visitors leaving on the Thurs- 
day evening as in former years. For the moment 1 
will on 1 v mention two— the Trenton mare. Palmy 
Days, which is believed to be in foal to William 
the Third, and the Anierii-an-bred stallion. Hand 
spring, a son of Hanover. There will be a very con- 
siderable leaven of American sitock forthcoming at 
these sales, for on the Friday Mr. J . B. Hoggin is 
offering twenty-seven- of his mares, ami Mr. H. T 
Oxnard has eleven mares in the first day’s catalogue 
Handspring, which, was foaled in 1893. is a horse 
of the Herod line, tracing back, through. Hindoo, 
Virgil Vandal and Glencoe (which was imported to 
the United States), to Sultan, son of Selim, a great- 
grandson of Herod. The Sultan branch of the Herod 
line has produced four Derby winners, viz.. Bay 
Middleton. Firing Dutchman. Andover and Ellington 
We have practically none of its representatives in 
this country, but in France the family occupies r 
prominent position. It is to be hoped, therefore 
that some English breeder will secure Handspring 
which was not only a good-class race horse, but has 
proved a successful sire, more than fifty of his sons 
and daughters being winners.”

Sail Francisco. Cal., December 2. — Stuart Polk, 
whose application for a trainer’s license bail been 
held up by tilie licensing committee of the Pacific 
Jockey Chib on account of Polk's name having been 
connected with the scandal arising out of the run- 
ning of Bloody in lead bandages at the recent Boise 
meeting, received bis license yesterday. 

The local racing authorities were guided in tiiis 
disposition of the case by a report from Judge Rob- 
ert Leighton, who presided at Boise, to the effect 
that it had not been established that Polk had any 
gniltv knowledge o*f the use to which the lead that 
he purchased' for the owner of Bloody was to be 
put. The owner of the horse, who was ruled off 
for life, declared that he alone knew of the condition 
in which his horse was running, and that nobody 
else was implicated. Polk has one or two horses in 
training at Oakland and holds the contract on the 
promising lightweight rider. E. Clark. Polk is best 
known to the local race-going public as the trainer 
of the crack sprinter. Gemtnell, when that horse 
was running so well in the colors of President FI. I. 
Wilson of the Butte Jockey Club here last season. 



EL PASO MEETING IRREGULAR. 

Beaumont. Texas, December 1. — At a meeting of 
the Texas Thoroughbred Association, held this even- 
ing, a resolution was passed by which William 
Murrav. of El Paso, Texas, was refused a franchise 
for tlie midwinter sixty-day meet at that place.

WON FOR OWNERS BY TRAINERS. 

As the foundation an owner owes financial success 
to his horses, but a hardly less important factor is 
the skill of the trainer, who works the horses into 
the perfect muscular condition that enables them to 
achieve success. It is a very delicate art. requiring 
great judgment in gauging the natural capacity of 
the horse, great and untiring labor aud constaut 
supervision in exercising and feeding him up to 
that point of perfect health and vigor where he can 
run up to the extreme measure of that capacity. 
Then, harder still, and the greatest test of the 
trainer’s mastery of his calling, is the task of 
keeping the horse in that perfection of condition 
after it has been attained. That Is the point in 
which the majority of trainers fail. Still, all do 
the best they can, and show results that attest their 
fidelity to the interests of their employers and fre- 
quently achieve surprising returns by sagacity in 
placing moderate race horses in races where con- 
ditions are most in their favor. 

Of the trainers of this year. James Rowe made 
the greatest returns to his employer with the horses 
under his care, with John E. Madden second to him 
and Andrew J. Joyner third. They constitute a 
“Big Three” among the trainers, no others training 
horses that collectively won as much as $100,000. 
or even $50,000. for that matter. But it is said 
thait good horses make good jockeys, and in a meas- 
ure this is true of trainers. The threfe had the great 
money earners. Maskette, Colin. Sir Martin. Fair 
Play. Celt. Fayette, Ballot, and others of note in 
their care, and in that were lucky. There were 
other trainers of great skill and experience who 
did not enjoy the good fortune of having such grand 
race horses in their charge and who could probably 
have done as well with them as did the trio of 
capable leaders. The table here published shows 
wliat the trainers who have retired for the season 
effeeted this year in the way of winning money with 
the horses trained) by them:

11c contracted a cold 
recently and this developed into a severe case of 
pneumonia, from which it is doubtful if lie wifi 
survive. 

Rook Sand lias liecome thoroughly acclimatized and 
is one of the most improved horses in the country 
One would hardly recognize the horse now. if lie 
hail only seen him since shortly after 'he came to 
Kentucky. He lias gained in flesh to a wonderful 
extent and is the picture of health.
